Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 2/23/2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "At time 6 before DTSi, fi^arrie 1 before 
loading into the buffer and continues loading until time 6 + Ql /Rn before DTST (where Rn is 
defined as "constant bit rate'' which is the rate at which packets with the video elementary 
stream n enter the smoothing buffer, see applicant's specification at page 5, lines 9-11). In 
particular, appUcant's originally filed specification teaches "At a time 5 before the DTS for 
frame 1, fi-ame 1 is loaded into the buffer" and "Since frame 1 has fewer bits than the capacity of 
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one slot, there is a gap before frame 2 is loaded into the buffer" which is not consistent with the 
above proposed amendment give the amendment "and continues loading until time 5 + Qi / Rn 
before DTSi". The following reasoning above also appUes to the other frames.
